ever asks alms of them ; but have they any 
right to find fault wil.li the uncharilablenebs of 
their friends? 
In other words, is it a man's 


duly to give money to a beggar, or to refuse il " 
Is it a woman's duly lo give food to a heg-ur, 
or to lefuse it!' This Is a nice question. 
The 


sight of a beggar in Ihe streets of an American 
city is an iiuplc.istint one, since il. is an omen of 
the possible failure of oui institutions. It is 
poverty, idleness and 
degiadation personi- 


fied ni a eili/en of the republic who should he 
ncilhei poor, idle nor degraded. 
We all know 


that if beggars do not receive charity they must 
cease to beg, and that the race of beggars will 
multiply if the profession of mendicancy be- 
comes profitable.

As we carried papers stating that we 
were officers—Yakonms, the country people 
called us—we were always shown into Ihe 
highest rooms, and in some cases it even ap-' 
peared as if the hindloid turned guests whom 
he considered of inferior social rank into lower 
rooms to accommodate us. Nearer the lai-e 
towns, however, thny appealed lo have grown 
much more republican in their ideas, and no 
ilistmction appeared lo he made. 


The landlady will often wait on those whom 


she considers important guests in persons, 
fbis, however, is but a doubtful advauta«e, 
or it usually means that your viands, &c., are 
banded to you by a creature with black teeth 
and shaven eyebrows (according to tlie hide- 
ous custom of married women "in Japan,) in- 
stead of a trim littiu '• musuuiie " (/. e..,) with 
pearly teeth and laughing black eyes, who 
watches you ail the time \vitii mingled aston- 
ishment and curiosity. 


On the whole one may travel in Japan with 


comparative comfort, and without encounter- 
ing tlie filth and squalor which those who leave 
Ihe beaten tracks of Europeans generally meet 
with in the far East. If ihe traveller makes up 


lo a sliecl. beggar, since by doing so you en- 
courage ueggaiy. This rule it is not easy lo 
apply. In iho iirst place, you feel that even if 
you adhere lo it Ihousamls of people will diso- 
bey it, and not only render your course inef- 
fective, but make your conduct look like cold 
selfishness instead of good social economy 
Again, you cannot decide, when a beggar asks' 
for alms wllh a-pltiful tale uf destitution, whether 
the case may not bo one of those urgent in- 
stances in' which help is needed and would be 
well beslowed. The fear haunts you that you 
are not dealing with a hardened professional 
mendicant, hut with some person forced to hi1" 
or starve, and capable if assisted of recovering 
independence. There is not time for mvesii-a- 
tioij. and, as Ihe mood goes, you lake Ihe risk 


g imposed upon and give, or take 


his mind to rough it and cast asido European 
habits, and adopt those of tlie natives, he will 
travel with economy and speed. 
To some 


men, however, this would be simple misery, 
and such a one must make np his mind to 
carry the impedimenta of occidental civiliza- 
tion with him. His progress, however, would 
be slow, and each additional coolie he found it

On landing, they penetrated dircclly 
into the Interior behind the hills, and gained 
possession of the heights commanding Matchin, 
after an obstinate n^ht with Easlii-BaJioirks, 
the engagement lasting from daybreak Until 
noon. Next day the.Russians entered Matchin, 
the Turks having abandoned it, The Russians 
have also constructed a biidge at Braila, whence 
their troops are likewise crossing into the Do- 
biudja. The Kussinti troops are inltcnched. 
The Turks are desttoying the line of railway 
between Tchernavoda and Matchiu. 
There 


are indications that the Tuiks will not defend 
the Dobmdja. 


St. Petersburg, Ju-ie 24.—An otliclal account

Especially 
the insurgent bands appear to have siill'eied 
severely. Numbers of Montenegrins arebogin- 
ing to cross over to Uillaro and Umlua, so that 
it has been thought idvisable to strengthen the 
cordon along the frontier." 


London, June -21.—We have detailed Infor- 


mation respecting tic; first conflict in the open 
field between tho Tuiks and Russians in Ar- 
menia. 
It will ho i, membercd that Mukhtar 


Pasha reinforced Iho troops at Dclitmba some 
days ago, and ordered Commander Mehemet to 
advance through the passes from the Aras Val- 
ley.and lV,in Plain and meet the Russians. 
Mehemet, therefore descended the slope nnd 
took lip a position at Zjidilcan, or Saidaohan, 
which is 10 or 12 miles southwest of Toprak- 
Kaleh and just in fiont of the passes abovo 
mentioned. The Tuiks brought on the fight 
by advances on the 15th inat. The whole day 
was spoilt in an arlilkry duel, but on the lUth 
the Russians boj.ni liis execution of what was 
evidently a settled plan. Six bodies of Rus- 
sian infantry advanced at 0 o'clock under cover 
of a terrible aitillery fire. Notwithstanding the 
Turks returned a steady fire, the enemy con- 
tinued to advance, and finally, by detaching a 
strong huly, turned the Turkish light flank, 
seized a cominandini; hill and quickly threw up 
breastworks, and there established four field 
gnus, which enabled them to lake almost the 
entire front of the Turkish line. From this 
moment the losses of the latter were serious. 
Their men 
fell nipidly. 
Their artillery was 


dislodged and the men exposed without sup- 
port to a murderous lire. For over 20 minutes 
the Ottomans stood before this new attack, and 
at this crisis Mchenipt fell. 
To inciease the 


difficulties, 
ammunition felt short. 
At 
10 


o'clock the height which the Tuiks held at the 
opening of the battle was no longer tenable, 
and by midnight Ihe lasl Turk was driven off. 
A cavalry charge followed, convening defeat 
into rout. 


The Tuiks have reoccupicd 
Uayazld, the 


frontier fortress which the Russians captured 
without icsistanee at the outset -of the cam- 
paign. 


A telegram to Hie ioiifFon Standard from 


Constantinople 
direct asserts that Dervish 


Pasha on Saturday attacked the Russians in- 
vesting Batumand drove them from the bights. 


Tin Chamber of Deputies at Constantino- 


ple has not been prorogued or dissolved. 
The 


chamber unanimously adopted a motion in fa- 
vor of tlie appointment of a permanent com- 
mittee to sit dining the recess. 


The special mission sent to Ihe Emperor of 


Morocco, with a flrnrui from the Sultan de- 
manding military assistance, is understood to 
have beeu without result. 


Fighting was renewed with great vigor last 


Thursday In Armenia, on the road leading 
from Bayazid to Erzeroum. The Turks, who 
had been routed at Xeidakan tivo days before, 
now resisted the advance of the Russians, hav- 
ing been reinforced by several battalions. Af- 
ter a well-contested conflict, lasting 33 hours 
the Russians were repulsed and forced to re- 
treat to Zeidakan.

In -18tl several colored voters were maltreated 
and killed by a mob, and, as usual in those hal- 
cyon days, no arrests were made. 
It was 


known thut one of the ringleaders In Ihe affray 
was Frank Kelly, a young man who tinned up 
missing the next day, and was not again heaid 
of until about six months ago, when be was 
biought before the bar of Chicago justice on 
the charge of repeating and assault and battery. 
He ivas idcntilied, sent to IMs c!ty, and first 
tried for tho minder of Octavius. Cullo, princi- 
pal of a colored school, in 1871. The evidence 
was strongly against Kelly, and yet he was 
acquitted. 
Next he was placed on trial for the 


murder of another coloied man, but on Satur- 
day was again acquitted. Now he must an- 
swer the charge of assault and battery with in- 
tent to kill still another colored man; and if 
he again escapes, he may well snap his fingers 
at the purblind eyes of Justice. From this 
city, if not cor.victed, he will journey to Chica- 
go, and thence lo several other places where he 
is "wanted" on various charges. Three months 
ago he would have paid a high picmium for a 
life insurance policy: but at this rate of pro- 
ceeding he will snon bn In a po&illon to start an 
insurance company of his own. The law moves 
in a mysterious way, and juries lesolveon most 
unexpected verdicts; ycl, fiom present appear- 
ances, courts may come and courts may go; 
but Kelly M ill go on forever. 


The members of City Councils enraged at 


tie intimation that what is known as the Latd- 
ner's Point Water Woiks wjs a sink of finan- 
cial iniquity, determined to make a thorough 
investigation of tho work without delay ; and, 
therefore, on Friday morning, started on the 
palatial tugboat " Mayor Stolcloy."

All went merry as a marriage, bell until 
dinner time, tlie only alloy to the general eujoy- 
mcnt being the vigorous and personal language 
of the two investigators aforesaid, and the up- 
setting of the boat containing tlie newspaper 
men. The scribes were, however, fished out 
by a good natured woikman, who received SI.25 
for the labor; and at Ihe dinner table the hours 
again sped along on silver wings. Th» party 
it'Lurnod in the afternoon much refreshed, and 
fully convinced that investigations of a similar 
nature should be continued as long as the city 
could pay for them. It is not of couise imag- 
ined for a moment that anything will begained 
to the public by these tiips; but then why 
should we have councilmen, or a municipal 
steamboat, or a municipal pocket book, if no- 
body is to have nny fun. The cmtncilmen 
spend a pleasant day ; the steamboat gets some 
needed exercise; the pocket book is lightened 
of a little of its burden ; the people read of the 
excursions with glee, and everybody is happy.

Just whoie it will all end it is diffi- 
cult lo foresee, but from present appearances 
the '-world's people'1 seem to have the advan- 
tage. Very excellent arguments are advanced 
by both parties, and, as usual under such cir- 
cumstances, nobody is convinced. The ques- 
tion will piobably be decided by the majority 
rule, and if it is, the American Sabbath will, in 
this city at least, soon resemble the weekly holi- 
day of continental Europe.

EDITOR GAZETTE :—Your readers may be- 


gin to put their bouse in order with a view to 
economizing sufficient funds to enable them to 
buy a government four per cent, bond, under 
the 30 days permission for so doing which has 
been granted by Secretary Sherman. 
The 


plates of the $50, $100, $500 and Sl.OOO bonds 
are neaily completed, and Ihe printing of the 
bonds, therefore, will commence iu a few days. 
It is expected that every American will do his 
duty and take at least a $50 bond, even if be is 
prevented thereby from taking bis usual sum- 
mer pleasure trip. The size of the bond, 18 by 
54 inches, is of itself a great inducement to in- 
vest, as the quantity of paper involved is a fail 
equivalent for the money advanced. There is 
nothing like cutting a big spread you know. 
Again, every sensible Ameiican expects to live 
until after the maturity of the bonds, and 
should he realize Ids expectations of longevity, 
he will have at the same time a pocket full ol 
gold, as it is certainly to be expected that at 
that date we will have arrived at gold pay- 
ments. Who would hesitate to live 30 years in 
order to experience the pleasure of jingling 
money again iu the shape of gold, and as a mat- 
ter of experiment, it seems all right for every 
patriotic American to undertake that whirl: 
will give him relief fiorn paper money. Some 
however, claim that the bonds are.payable in 
silver—such need not invest, for we will give 
them by other means all the silver tbey want, 
and more too, long before these 30 year bonds 
have matured. That Congress will at once at- 
tempt the remonetization of silver in some form, 
grows more palpable daily, and that it will suc- 
ceed no one doubts. That customs will be ex- 
cepted now seems likely, for the expression of 
sentiment drawn out by the agitation of these 
fonr per cent, bonds, show that our capitalists 
regard the placing of silver and greenbacks on 


Lhb same fooling as inevitable when C 
comes to deliberate upon Hie question. There 
s, In addition, a wiJe spread apprehension that 
Jongress nil! go further, and will include cus- 
toms, Urns compelling llic government lo pay 
Its Interest on its bonds in silver, or be at tbfl 
mercy of Wall street for what gold it inay.re- 
qnim for such purpose. Mr. Sherman's letter 
assorting that the bond:) will be paid iu gold, 
and its approval by tlie President and Cabinet.; 
lias done much towards quieting tliese misgtv* 
Ings, atid thereby ensuiing the placing of tire 
four per cent's. Though Mr. Sherman can see 
through a mill stone, it is too soon to indicate 
what course will be pursued in Ihe future years 
in regai d to our finances aud our bonds. But 
one thhig Is sure, the West and South mean 
silver—" the dollar of our fathers,"'and th^e 
sections well know that full remonetization of 
it will make 
that precious metal plentiful 


enough lo permit the school boy even to buy 
his candy with it, instead of the nickel which 
his present father bestows upon him so gra- 
ciously, hence we presume they intend to make 
us all happy and give us all that is rccjnsite for 
our individual trade wants. " Barkis is willin'." 
Duiing tlm war we found the Southern people 
content with their Confederate money, and so 
much so lliit they never examined it to detect 
whether it was genuine or counterfeit. All 
they desired was a something by the pocket 
full, regarded as money, and such is precisely 
our feelings in tliese impecunious times. Our 
' wants of trade " are great—we will take silver 
iu ours, even without the use of a gold spoon 
as medium for taking the dose. Congress wlil 
oblige us, I think, and soon we will have out 
$4 a day and roast; beef.

of UK- press throughout the country, so in the 
city the greatest diversity of opinion exists. 
Seligman has a pile of letters and telegrams six 
feet high (so they say), each missive comuiis- 
serating with him on tlie outrage to which he 
has been subjecled. 
Judge Hilton has seven 


feet of closely-packed correspondence (it is m- 
mored}, bi entiling an unanimous uppioval of 
his course. But it is only a three or four days' 
wonder after all. By next week we will be 
gesticulating about, someLhing else, and getting 
as violently excited as we have become over 
what was, after all, a private and personal quar- 
rel at tho start. It is alleged that a grand snub- 
bing, which Mrs. A. T. Stewart received at the 
hands of the Jewish banker's wife last summer, 
is the secret of the entire afi'iir.

Then: are citizens'par- 
ties, tax-payers' parlies, independent parlies, 
anti-Coolie parties, and dozens of each ; but by 
the la^t of nest month thfte will probably !<e a 
geneial consolidation, anil when the election 
comes in the fall, thciu \\ill probably be but 
two tickets for municipal honots in the field. 
It is broadly hinted by those who have no love 
for the smaller political organizations, that their 
sole purpose is u> secure -'assessments " from 
Ihe candidates of the larger parties, who feat 
independent rivals in Ihe field. If Ibis be true 
one cannot but pity the candidate who fears to 
run, unless helms first''seen" all the clubs 
that may woik against him unless paid a con- 
siderarion fot their support. 


The 
society of California Pioneers have 


finally agreed to the compromise efi'ected be- 
tween the trustees of the late James Lick, ami 
his son John II. Lick. It will be rememberec 
that 
immediately after 
his fathei's death 


" young Lick," as Juhn H. is sometimes called, 
although he is about sixty yeats old, being dis- 
satisfied with the modeiale foi tune left him by 
the old milliotiaite, went East :i|id proceeded to 
collect what evidence he could of his own legit- 
imacy and lights to his falhei's millions, with a 
view to upsetting the trust deeds, by which 
the elder Lick had shoitly before bis dcalh con- 
veyed Ihe bulk of his great wealth to various 
philanthropic and charitable purposes. 
To 


avert what promised to be an interminably 
long and costly litigation, the Lick Trustees 
agreed upon a compromise with John H. Lick, 
by which the latter was to leceive tlie sum of 
$500,000, and abandon forever all claim to Ihe 
$0,000,000 left by his falher. 
The amount to 


be paid the son was to lie deducted pro rata 
trom the respective shaies of all the beneficia- 
ries. A friendly suit was begun to free the 
trustees from responsibility. Then ro&e the 
hitch which threatened to upset the whole ar 
rangetneiit, and drive the younger Lick Into a 
lawsuit for lib father's estate. The " Pion- 
eers " stubbornly refused to accede to the com- 
promise, and the Academy of Science followed 
their example. Negotiations have beeu going 
on for several months w ith tho recalcitrant so- 
cieties, and at length the "Pioneers " have con- 
cluded to allow John to have his half a million 
and avoid a lawsuit. 
What course the Acad- 


emy of Science will take is not yet known, but 
it is believed their will accede to the compro- 
mise, and that th» Lick trusts will afford the 
almost unheard of spectacle of a rich man leav- 
ing his millions for the public good, and having 
his express wishes carried out wilhout an end- 
less litigation after his decease. Now that the 
obstacles, interposed by his son aie practically 
ended, the trustees will push forward the work 
committed to them with greater rapidity, until 
all of Mr. Lick's schemes, even to that telescope 
of unheard of size which is now, being con- 
sliucted, shall have been completely carried 
out. 


San Francisco will celebrate the Fourth this 


year very extensively. The arrangements of 
the day are in the bauds of a committee which 
proposes to do everything for a noisy and 
showy celebration of (he great anniversary. The 
annual questiou of the advisability of allowing 
Young America to observe tlie day wilh his

UOJMXAOItATION AT ST. JOHN If. B. 


The city of St. John, in the Province of Nev 


Brunswick was visited u ilh a tcirible conflag 
lation, on Wednesday, the 20th Inst., in which 
a large pait of the city was burned, a number 
of lives were lost, and prnpeity to the estimated 
amount of $20,000,000 was destroyed. 


Tlie fire was discovered about 2.3Q,,!1. M., in 


a building on the south side of Toik Point-slip 
next to McLau^hlin's buik'i-shoji, to which the 
flames spread before the lii.'inen had 
i cached 


the scene. 
All ellbrts to stop the llaines were 


in vain. The (lie spiead lo the vaiions build- 
ings on IJave's uh.ut, which \\eu'aUo quickly 
consumed, then swept, into Smith St., carrying 
everything hefote 
ii. 
.Fiom tlii'ie the flames 


spread into Drury lane and Mill St., fullowing 
Ihat into Dock St., taking luilh sides. 
Proi-ei'd- 


iii£ along Smyth St., the fire soon reached Xel- 
son St., then Robeilson's Place, Kobeiison's 
Whaif, and up the South Wharf. As it gained 
Xelson St., on the south, it met the flamos com- 
ing up that street, and tha combination made, a 
terrific heat that could not bo home. 
Passing 


onward towatd North St., fiom Ihe Soulh 
Whaif, tha flames entered Ward St., and ex- 
tended to Peters's Whaif in a remarkably short 
space of time, CJirying everytliin<; before them. 
They then worked through to Water St., and 
soon made their way to the Sinthom part of 
Market sqtiaie making a jump to Prince Wil- 
liam at. The flames then advanced to Tiincess 
and Kiny sts., and buildings i n Germain st. 
opposite Trinity church, took lire very rapidly. 
The file entered King St., on I ho ueslcrn side 
from Germain and Canterbury sts,, to the St. 
John Hotel, burnim; tlie Trinity School in its 
course, and went up the south side of Kings 
square, up I,cluster st., and back to King St., 
east, down nearly to Pitt st. 
From there nil 


buildings south of Kins St., were burned, In 
the other part of the city the conflagration was 
stopped about Xoilh St., having extended as far 
up Union St., as Messts. .1. & T. Robinson's. 


The following are among the list of public 


buildings burned: Post Ofh'ee, Bank of Xew 
Brunswick, City Building, Custom House, Mjr- 
ilimo Bank Building, in which were this bank's 
office and those of Ihe Montreal and Nova 
Scotia's Banks, the ottice of School Trustees, 
&c.; the Bank of Xovia Scotia's new building, 
the Academy of Music building, in which was 
the hall of the Knights ol'Pylhias; llic Vicloiia 
Hotel, Odd Fellows' flail, Xo. J Engine House, 
Orange Hall, King Street Temperance Hall, 
King st.; East Dramatic Lyceum, Victoria 
School, house, Temple of I'onor Hall, Barnes 
Hotel, Uoy.il Uotel, St. John Hotel, Arcadia 
Hotel, The Brunswick House, Bay View Hotel 
International Hotel, Wiggins Orphan Asylum, 
and tlie Deaf and Dumb Institution.

All the principal dry goods stores, the 
leading groceiies, all the ship brokers, commis- 
sion merchants, all in the business of whole- 
sale liquors, (lour, provisions, coal, salt, lum- 
ber, tea, West India goods, &c., are utterly 
wiped out, 
forty odd blocks, or neaily 200 


acres south of King street, have not sis build- 
ings remaining' The valuables of the Bank of 
Montreal and Bank of Jfova Scotia were re- 
moved to the vault and safes of the Dank of 
New Brunswick. 


The London Times, in Us financial article, 


June 23, says: " Several English insurance of- 
fices lost heavily by the St. John fire. In one 
Instance the loss will be over 5500,000, and the 
least that any single office will have to bear is 
ovej $100,000. The principal -sufferers are the 
North British and Mercantile, Imperial, Royal, 
Liverpool and London and Globe, Northern, 
Queen, and Commercial Union companies."

THE 1'tri/nVATIOJf OF TOBACCO- 


George II. Goundie, Esq., of Bethlehem, was 


in Heading on a late day, and the reporter of 
the Dnily Eat/le Interviewed him on the sub- 
ject of growing tobacco. Tim reporter saya 
that during the past twenty-five years Mr. 
Goundie has annually sent a quantity of Amer- 
ican tobacco sood to Germany, and from this 
has been cultivated the celebrated " Gonndie 
tobacco," now the only kind grown on the con- 
tinent. 


To the newspaper wrltei Mr. G'tuiidle pave 


the following interesting information: 
"All 


my relatives in tlie Palatinate of Germany aie 
fanners and tobacco raisers. I gent-rally visited 
them every year. I noticed that they cultiva- 
ted a small kind of tobacco, and I inquired why 
they did not raise better tobacco, and they re- 
plied that it did not grow larger. 
I then ob- 


tained American tobacco seed and sent them 
four or live dillerent kinds of seed each year. 
One year it happened that I sent seed which 
was exactly suited to the cultivation and soil of 
Germany. 
The plants grew much taller and 


the leaves longer and widci than luose from 
any of the other kinds of S20.I. Tlu Urge to- 
bacco was geneially commented upon and at- 
tracted the attention of tlie officials of the gov- 
ernment.

Millions of dollars' worth of Goundie tobacc'o 


id cultivated annually in Gjruuny— in 
(Uct, it 


is the only kind now rained there— and it has 
bconllic moans of enriching the districts where 
ever it has been cultivated. The bulk of this 
tohacco is sent to Spain, where it commands a 
very high pi ice, and is used for cigar wrappers 
on account ofits superior quality. The value 
of tobacco laml in the Palatinate may be judg- 
ed by the tents that aie paid by some of the 
tobacco raisers. For instance, a widdow who 
has a tract of 100 acres of land receives a rental 
of $3,000 per annum. 


Mr. Goundie stated that in the cultivation of 


tobacco the light sandy soil of the Palatinate is 
enriched Ijy the application of large quantities 
of night soil obtained from the cities and .haul- 
ed upon the Helds, where it is made into poud- 
rette and applied to the soil.

cistern, liaving the sides and bottom cemented 
to prevent the liquor from escaping.

ever the plants need wetting, this liquor is used 
in place of pure water. 
Each tobacco raiser

which lie uses to haul the liquid manure from 
the cistern to the tobacco fields. The liquid is 
pumped from the cistern into the hogsheads 
and 1'iom there applied to tlio plants by means 
of watering cans. 


When l lie tobacco 
is lipe the 
leaves are 


stripped oil' in the field and taken to the loft of 
the house, turn, or a tobacco shed especially 
erected, where there aie twenty or thirty chil- 
dren who thread the leaves on strings six feet 
long and the tobacco is hung-up to dry. 
The 


lofts are so constructed as to allow of a free 
draft of air through the place. The tobacco 
raised in the Palatinate has a rich yellow color, 
and commands about double tlu> price of the or- 
dinary black tobacco.

The mortality among fresh water fish appeals 


to be wide spread, although fur the most part 
confined to bottom fish, such as suckers, catfish 
and perch. 
Black bass, salmon and trout do 


not seem affected by the disease. We learn 
from the Easton. Free Press, that Mr. Henry 
Vogle of that place has been making inquiry 
into tlie mattei of the fish fatality as high up the 
river as Martin's Creek, seviMi miles above Eas- 
ton, and down tollieglesville,nine miles below. 
He finds that above Martin's Creek there is 
very little evidence of the disease, but below 
that point, down toRieglesville tlie banks of the 
river are lined with dead fish of the species we 
have named, which seem to be the ouly ones 
affected. Mr. Vogle examined a number of the 
dead fish and found them marked iu various 
places with nhlte blotches 
01 sores, and in 


some instance parts of the fins are gone. Ha 
says that dead fish in small quantities have 
been found along the river during the last three 
weeks, but within tho past few days they have 
vastly increased, and this morning he found 
more than three dozen on top of tlie water 
dead in one place. He says further that an 
idea has prevailed that these fish were killed by 
the black bass ; but he can find nothing on tbe 
dead fisli to indicate death from such cause. 
Tlie matter is at present a mystery, but we 
learn that it is to be the subject of scientific in- 
vestigation.
